CHEF GETS LIFE 
SENTENCE FOR 
MURDER 


A CHEF who stabbed his former girlfriend to 
death in front of their daughter has been jailed 
for life. 

Delton Coley, 36, who admitted murdering 
Daneshia Arthur at her Dagenham home, must 
serve at least 17 years. 

Coley, of no fixed address, turned up at the 
address Daneshia shared with her family in

Baden Powell Close, on March 18 this 
year, the Old Bailey heard on Monday. 

He asked to see their daughter, but 
Daneshia, 30, initially refused. Coley 
returned a short while later and she 
allowed him into the property. 

Coley had a set of knives in his ruck¬ 
sack and attacked Daneshia, stabbing 
her several times. 

He left the flat, leaving her collapsed 
on the floor. 

Her body was not discovered until 
later that evening when her mother 
returned home. An ambulance was 
called but Daneshia was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

Coley was found at an address in the 
Upton Park area the next day. He was 
arrested and charged with the murder. 

Detective Inspector Andy Yeats, of 
the Met's Homicide and Major Crime 
Command, described Coly as a cow¬ 
ard. 

He said: “Immediately after attack¬ 
ing Daneshia, Coley had the opportu¬ 
nity to contact the emergency services 
and potentially save the life of the 
mother of his child. He chose not to do 
this, but instead fled the scene - a 
despicable act by a cowardly man.” 

The family said in a statement that 
the killing had 'destroyed the family'. 

It read: “We are traumatised, broken 
hearted, emotionally unstable, shocked 
and finding it hard to accept that we 
have to experience such a great loss,” 
her mother Colleeen Ollivierre said 
after the trial ended. 

“We have lost a very, very special JAILED:Murderer Delton Coley 
daughter, mother, sister and friend. A 
very loving woman, a very caring woman with a 
good character and sense of humour. Daneshia 
was strong willed, motivated, trustworthy and 
reliable.” 

Her brother Gregory Arthur said: “Daneshia 



was a focused and beautiful individual inside and 
out. 

“To be taken from us in this manner is devas¬ 
tating and unjust. We have to pick up the pieces 
that this coward has left behind.”

AS the summer weather fades and we look 
forward to the changing colour of the 
leaves, some of nature’s smallest creatures 
will be keeping busy. 

Despite the cooler climate of autumn, par¬ 
asites are still commonplace in our homes, 
gardens and local environments such as 
parks, so here’s our guide to some of the 
most popular of these tiny creatures and 
how to prevent/get rid of these unwanted 
house guests. 

Fleas 

Fleas love the warm weather - they also 
love central heating! Owners are often 
horrified to find fleas on their pet after 
they have diligently been applying a 
preventative flea product for months 
prior to these biting parasites 
arrival. 

Unfortunately not all flea prod¬ 
ucts are equal, ones that only 
treat the adult flea do not prevent 
their eggs from hatching or render 
their larvae infertile. So although 
the adult flea is killed, your pet 
still brings home eggs that 
fall off in the house and find 
their way into the tiniest of 
places, waiting for it to get 
nice and warm before they 
hatch. 

What to look for: check that 
your preventative flea treat¬ 
ment stops the flea lifecycle, 
not just adult fleas. 


Mites 

Mites are very small parasites, barely visi¬ 
ble to the naked eye and part of the arach¬ 
nids’ family (microscopic spiders). Mites 
are usually fairly host-specific, so they 


don’t usually cause too many problems in 
people - however with close contact, sar- 
coptic mange mites from dogs can be trans¬ 
mitted to humans and cause scabies. 

Mites generally cause intense itching 
leading to broken and infected skin, they 
can also be responsible for patchy hair loss 
or scurfy coats - for example Cheylietella 
mites which cause ‘walking dandruff’ skin 
disease, often seen in rabbits. 

Ear mites are common causes of ear infec¬ 
tions in cats and dogs. They typically cause 
black waxy debris and a lot of itching. Once 
diagnosed they can be treated with 
eardrops and an effective multi parasite 
spot-on treatment.

The driver of the car, a 66-year- 
old man was arrested on suspicion 
of causing death by dangerous dri¬ 
ving. He has been bailed to return 
on a date in October.

DIGGERS and JCBs have been out in force preparing 
for two massive housing regeneration projects in the 
borough. 

Barking and Dagenham Council is carrying out a 
major programme of estate regeneration where 
swathes of tired housing will make way for modem 
homes. 

Hundreds of tenants have been moved from their 
old homes while the building goes ahead, and will 
be able to move back to a brand new home if they 
want. 

Councillor Cameron Geddes, council cabinet 
member for regeneration, said: "In the past these 
were very good council homes. But, their best days 
are behind them and it's time to build new homes in 
their place." 



DEMOLITION: Work on the Gascoigne estate 


Gascoigne Estate in Barking, and Leys Estate and 
Althome Way in Dagenham are all being demolished 
to be replaced by new buildings. 

Demolition of Dagenham's well known Goresbrook 
Village housing estate - dubbed Lego Land - is well 
under way. 

The three 16-story tower blocks, built in the 1960s 
are coming down to make way for 149 new homes, 98 
council houses and 51 for private sale. 

Most of them -72 per cent- will be three or four bed¬ 
room family houses, the rest will be two bed flats in 
low rise buildings, with 14 designed for wheelchairs. 

Demolition firm Erith will carry structural demo¬ 
lition of the towers by controlled top-down decon¬ 
struction in combination with conventional demoli¬ 


tion. Works will be completed by the end of 
October. 

The council is also redeveloping its biggest house 
estate - Gascoigne 

Demolition work is going ahead on the first phase of 
the huge operation, part of the authority's estate 
renewal programme. 

Four tower blocks and four low rise blocks at St. 
Margaret’s will be demolished as part of the first 
phase - a total of 364 properties - to be replaced with 
brand new housing, which will be a mixture of social 
rent, affordable rent and privately owned homes. 

In the second phase, scheduled to start during 2014, 
a further 934 homes will be demolished and replaced 
with new homes.

Waste not want not 


A COUNCIL has increased 
the amount of rubbish it recy¬ 
cles by a quarter in the last two 
years. 

The success is thanks to the 
authority's smarter way of 
dealing with waste - and giv¬ 
ing residents more chances to 
recycle - according to Clyde 
Loakes, deputy leader and cab¬ 
inet member for environment 
at Waltham Forest Council. 

“We swapped small recy¬ 
cling boxes for green wheelie 
bins for newspapers, glass and 
plastic and collect them every 
week,” he said. 

“We also take away up to five 


bulky items a week for free - 
every week of the year if nec¬ 
essary -, and we are picking up 
something like 25,000 items 
every 12 months.” 

The council introduced 
Furnishing the Future in 2011 
- which has won five national 
prizes since - which clears 
unwanted paint and furniture 
from empty homes, and uses 
what it collects to redecorate 
and pass on to needy families. 

“We have a programme for 
volunteers on benefits to 
restore the furniture before we 
hand it out.” 

“We also brought in bespoke 


services in some areas, like a 
new recycling scheme for flats 
over shops and organic waste 
collections from Walthamstow 
market, which sees ten tonnes 
recycled from there every 
week, and we have put 400 
dual litter bins which separate 
waste from recyclables, on our 
streets.” 

“We've found residents only 
too willing to recycle when 
they are given the chance,” he 
added. 

Last year the amount of rub¬ 
bish sent to landfill fell by 
18,645 tonnes while recycling 
went up by 7,602 tonnes.

Both sides appeared to be scared to make a 
crucial mistake, so there were few chances that 
followed, so it was penalties t 
hat would make or break the 
boys’ hearts. 

France scored all three penalties to win the tense 
shoot-out 3-2 and launch into a frenzied celebration. 

The Brazilians were deflated but, despite his 
French loyalties, the legend that is Zidane 
immediately went over and consoled them. 

It was a great gesture by a remarkable man. 

Among the 32 teams, Team England showcased 
their footballing talents in front of lively home 
crowd and beat Russia an impressive 3-0 to clinch 
ninth place.

The hosts made a rapid start to the sec¬ 
ond period, Jeff Williams-Baah stabbing 
a shot into the gloves of Sole within sec¬ 
onds of the restart and Gibbs seeing a 
close-range effort bundled off the line 
by Tosin Osingike. 

The first real opening for Ilford didn’t 
arrive until the final five minutes of the 
contest when Eden Nelson’s 20-yarder 
was deflected just wide of the post and 
the resulting Mikey Melim comer saw 
Chris Lockwood flick a header off-tar¬ 
get, but the homesters’ big win was 
sealed in the final minute.
